Mr. Ballantyne has made a par- 
ticular study of ;hc Palestine situa- 1 
tiou and considers it of opitomal i 
importance in the present world | 
situation. "Continued Zionist ex- 
tremist activity," ho declared, "and 
the threat of concerted Arab action, 
are putting the United Nations to 
iU greatest test. The ability of the 
UNO to enforce its rulings will be 
shown in the outcome." 

This IRC meeting is planned to 
allow a maximum interchange of 
views among those present. Mr. 
Ballantyne will outline the Pales- 
tine problem, answer questions, 
and then act as Moderator in the 
g'.-neral discussion. 

Preceding Mr. Ballantync's ad- 
dress, a few minutes of the meet- 
ing will he devored to the consider- 
ation of IRC business.

"I remain a Catholic because 
reason, my experience and the ex- 
ample of others have confirmed 
me in the faith to which I was 
born." said T. P. Slattery last night 
at an open meeting on Catholicism 
in the Union Ballroom. . 

"The Catholic Religion is a re- 
ligion of faith, love and grace," 
continued the Montreal lawyer and 
McGill alumnus, "and it is founded 
on the four steel girders of a ra- 
tional belief in the existence of 
God. the existence of a soul, free 
will, and a life after death. All of 
these are basic to Christianity, but 
Christianity is much more than 
this and embraces more than the 
popular notion of it. For the im- 
portant point is not that Christ was 
a great moral teacher but that He 
was the Son of God. And for us 
the great important principle is 
that we must be born again as 
Sons of God." 

The meeting, the second of four 
such Monday evening events, was 
sponsored by the Education Com- 
mittee of the Newman Club at Mc- 
Gill headed by Eric Barry. A ques- 
tion period ot about three-quarters 
of an hour completed the program.

Six thousand years ago. the 
Chinese concocted a word for 
PEACE. It consisted of two sym- 
bols — the symbol for rice and 
the symbol for mouth. 

The symbol is as true today as it 
was then. If we continue to post- 
pone our contribution to the re- 
construction of Europe, if we per- 
mit starvation to our own incon- 
venience, if we continue to drowse 
in an intolerable state of indiffer- 
ence to the cries of a hungry con- 
tinent ravished by war, let us un- 
derstand quite clearly what the con- 
sequence will be. History records 
the story of people whose indiffer- 
ence to injustice has resulted in 
their own extermination. 

IS5 has been asked by the United 
Nations Appeal for Children and, 
indirectly, by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, to enlarge and intensify 
this year its drive for relief funds. 
The UN knows that PEACE is not 
symbolized by hungry minds and 
hungry bodies. Next week, the 10- 
day ISS campaign will begin at 
McGill. Each student will be asked 
to give at least one dollar to help 
reach our 510,000 objective. One 
dollar is what we arc going to be 
asked to give up so that our fellow 
students across the ocean may live. 
Can we afford it? — Or are the 
Chinese wrong about PEACE? 



French Pianist 
Loyonnet Plays 
Here Wednesday 

At 5 p.m. this Wednesday in the 
R.V.C. Common Room, the French 
Society will be host to the well- 
known pianist Paul Loyonnet. 

Mr. Loyonnet will discuss the in- 
fluence of French music on con- 
temporary European music. In ad- 
dition he will play a few selec- 
tions. There is no admission fee to 
the event, and the meeting will be 
open to members of (he Société 
Française and their friends, under- 
graduates, graduates, and faculty 
members. 

Paul Loyonnct's latest perform- 
ance in Montreal was last January, 
when he executed Beethoven son- 
atas at His Majesty's theatre. Read- 
ers will remember the violent con- 
troversy over the French musical 
figure, with the pianist basing his 
interpretations of Beethoven on the 
writings of Schindlcr, who ques- 
tioned Beethoven on the meaning 
of his works with such insistence 
that the great Ludwig, so it is said, 
finally resorted to giving nonsen- 
sical answers to the inquisitive 
Schindlcr in order to be rid ot 
him. 

The topic may be one feature of 
the talk to be given by the visiting 
French artist next Wednesday. Re- 
gardless of personal views on the 
validity of his defensive argu- 
ments, he is recognized as a very 
able pianist and the event prom- 
ises to be an interesting one. 



Dawson Loses 
Two Debates 
To Champlain 

In a home-and-homc debate be- 
tween Dawson College and Cham- 
plain University, the American 
team turned in two excellent per- 
formances to defeat the Dawson re- 
presentatives on both occasions. 
The resolution of the heated de- 
bates was: "Resolved that World 
Federal Government Should be 
Established Nor or in the Near 
Future." ' 

On Friday, February 13. Arthur 
Lcznoff and Hugh Marshall, of 
Dawson, travelled to Champlain. 
and were outpointed in a very 
closely-contested debate. The Cham- 
plain members had a concrete plan 
worked out on the blackboard. 
Thcw proposed that the Federal 
Government should have limited 
power pertaining only to the con- 
trol and prevention of the war. 
The Dawson team lacked coher- 
ence, and their delivery should 
have been slightly better. 

Dawson failed to take advantage 
of a return debate last night, and 
were defeated by a very expres- 
sive team from Champjain. con- 
sisting of Terry Arnold and Otto 
Mertz who upheld the negative. 
Their main arguments were that 
a world federal government was 
both impractical and unfeasable 
now or in the near future, and, 
that the U.N.O. was the only pos- 
sible world organization that would 
cope with the present problems. 
The Dawson team was composed of 
Reuben Zcmel and Tom Asimuko- 
pulas. who stressed the necessity of 
a world federal government to 
avert inevitable destruction. They 
brought out the fact , that the 
U.N.O. was not successful in its 
purpose.

University of British Columbia 
students will never again face the 
threat of being "Bounced at Christ- 
mas". 

The yearly spectre of low Yule- 
tide marks, in tne past a reason for 
automatic expulsion from the uni- 
versity, was lifted recently by an 
announcement nom Dean Daniel 
Buchanan. 

The universliy wil' revert to 
formal Christmas examinations, 
dropped this year In favour of 
'Informal' tests, and will no longer 
ask students to withdraw as a re- 
sult of midterm exams, the Dean 
of Arts and Science said. The move 
is not meant to lower the standards 
at UBC. but to case the load on 
students new to the university 
system. Dean Buchanan stated, 
however, that the change in pro- 
cedure does not alter the fact that 
Christmas exams will play a large 
part in marks eivcn in final exams 
in April. 



"I do not think we can Judge a 
student incapable of carrying on 
his studies on the basis of three 
months work", the Dean went on 
to say. "Christmas exams will, how- 
ever, be used as a basis to advise 
a student whethel or not he should 
continue his couise". 

UBC's "informal" examination 
system first came under fire this 
year when members oi the Engin- 
eer's Undergraduate Society asked 
the university tc return to the pre- 
vious formal exam system. In pre- 
vious years, they had written two 
and three-hour exams aitcr the 
close of lectures. 

Support for student demands 
came first from Dean F. M. Cle- 
ment, of Agriculture, who declared 
many students were "confused and 
did not know wnat to expect". He 
refused to "bounce" any of his stu- 
dents on the basis of Christmas 
examinations. 



MUS To See 
Films Tonight 

The McGill Medical Undergradu- 
ate Society is presenting its fourth 
program of films In the Medical 
Assembly Hall at 8.15 tonight. 
There will be four films on the 
subject of Physical Diagnosis, and 
another on "Transthoracic Total 
Gastrectomy."

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THE EDITORS SPEAK

The motion pnssod at the NFCUS Confer- 
ence at Winnipeg in December to t ho effect that 
NFCUS should join the I. U.S. for at least two 
years with the condition that 1US drop its 
political inlent Ins received considerable atten- 
tion from student editor* across Canada. 

The editor of the Xnvcrinn Weekly takes 
a stmii!; stand against the action of the St. 
Francis Xavier representatives to the confer- 
ence who voted against affiliation in any case. 
The Xnvcrinn wants to know why the motion 
hnd to he ratified by the separate student 
governments. The representatives had the power 
to express student opinion and their décision 
should have been final. At any rate, says the 
Xnvcrinn, communism has lo he fought some- 
time and it might as well he across a conference 
tiihlc beforo the battlefield becomes a last 
resort. 

The Sheaf takes a somewhat similar view 
on the last point. It feels that the elected 
representatives of the student government have 
the power to make decisions on its own strength. 
(However, if NFCUS fails to publicize its aims 
and purposes then the Sheaf feels that students 
yells for a referendum would he warranted.) 
The Sheaf also has an answer for critics who 
believe the U. of Sask. did wrong in voting 
against the motion. The financial status of 
NFCUS was the first bottle-neck, and combined 
with that was the attitude that NFCUS "should 
rleim up its own backyard first." The fact that 
the I US is communist - dominated did not in- 
fluence the vote of the Sask. representatives. 

The Daily Ubysscy of U. of B.C. feels that 
NFCUS is butting its hend against an im- 
prcgnable harrier by joining 1US. It feels that 
the communist domination of I US will be hard 



to shake— for a long time lo come. However, 
the Ubysscy concedes that NFCUS is better in 
than out of the "International" organization. 
The question is: Can the "Canadian delegation 
successfully bring IUS to the point where it can 
work effectively as a world student body?" The 
Ubysscy thinks it can be done. 

The Silhouette from McMastcr points a 
warning finger at the IUS affiliation on several 
grounds. For one thing, the Silhouette points- 
out, the European is political by nature while 
the North American is .lot; resulting, perhaps, 
in our being overwhelmed. Ivory towered ideal- 
ists cannot cope with practical politicians — 
possibly one reason why a referendum was held 
at McMastcr, if the Students' Council read the 
Silhouette. The common objection across Can- 
ada is that the majority of students lack the 
knowledge about NFCUS or IUS, again attesting 
to the Silhouette's belief that decision should 
be negative. 

The Munitoban favors affiliation, noting that 
"our only alternative is to concede world student 
leadership to the Communists by default." But 
on the other hand, the Munitoban would advo- 
cate "democratic leadership" for the countries 
who are poised half-way between Communism 
and Democracy. 

The Athenaeum from Acadia offers its opin- 
ion flatly: stay out. Grounds for this attitude 
are many: the Communists arc more efficient at 
expounding their system than the Democracies 
theirs because the Communist delegates arc of 
the elite 3 per cent of the Communist party; if 
resolutions were railroaded through by the Com- 
munists it would reflect on our Universities and 
Canada as having been supported by Canada — 
after the Russian propaganda mill had made 
it appear that way. 



McGill C.C.F. Puts Theory Into Practice 
At University Settlement House 



Early this year, the C.C.F. club on this campus 
formed a Social Service committee. This practical 
and constructive branch of the club was the idea of 
Betty Ann Henley, a student in fourth year arts, 
who is interested In helping to maintain contact be- 
tween the student body and the social service world. 
Conscious of the Raps in the ranks of volunteer 
workers, she organized the committee and is its 
chairman. 

Looking around for a social service centre which 
needed volunteer aid, the committee discovered the 
McGill University Settlement House was the logical 
project on which to work. Founded by a group of 
McGill ftudents and faculty members in 1801. it has 
been a .McGill venture from iLs birlh. and has main- 
tained contact with the university world ever since. 
In its early days, students lived within the settle 
ment house Itself, and earned their board by super- 
vising various groups. As the need for the work 
was recognized, salaried workers supplanted the 
students. Even today, however, students still help 
with summer camp work, and act as group leaders, 
while the children's library, begun in 1910 by the, 
McGill Library School, still carries on its work 
within the settlement. 

Most of the students who participate in its work 
at the present time either intend to enter the field 
of social service after college, or are especially in- 
terested, or trained in the work. Betty Ann Henley 
hcr.sclf works during the summer in the City Play- 
ground Department, and intends to do social service 
work next year. She spends at least one morning a 
week at the McGill Settlement House, helping with 
the children of kindergarten age. However, one of 
the objects of the McGill Social service committee 
was to interest the layman as well. Enthusiasm and 



good will, not experience, arc the most Important 
qualities of the potential group leader. 

Five groups were formed last autumn by the 
committee, which held classes in commercial art. 
handicrafts, and music and dramatics. Brownie and 
cub groups which had long waited for leaders to 
begin, at last commenced activities under student 
supervision. The settlement workers had been look- 
ing for a cub master for over two years, as there 
had been no disciplined outlet for a small group of 
junior boys. Sam Frecdman, a third year science 
student, look over the role of cub master, and since 
its formation the pack has tripled its membership. 
This was an extremely difficult undertaking, as 
many of the children do not attend either school or 
church regularly, and consequently intense interest 
must be excited in them in order to ensure constant 
attendance. 

A psychology student helping out at the Settle- 
ment House was amazed recently to find that the 
kindergarten group became an Interesting and help- 
ful study after only one short morning's work. An- 
other student discovered how easily the different 
ethnic groups accept one another in the district Mr. 
McGartncy, head worker at the settlement, claims, 
"You guide the children; they do the teaching." 

The C.C.F. club social service committee would 
like lo see the Settlement House project brought 
under the sponsorship of the Students' Executive 
Council. All students interested in working at the 
Settlement House may contact any member of the 
C.C.F. Club. Both men and women can be helpful 
in this work, which is almost an essential part of 
present day education, and extends student view- 
points over the sometimes confining horizon of cam- 
pus interests.

Perfection 

Review of Ihe 

Don Cossacks 
. by Jean Pouliot 

It has been said of the Don Cos- 
sacks Chorus that they arc "one of 
the few things that have not 
changed in the world in the last 
ten years". If this be true, and 
they continue to maintain the same 
high stndards of performance, 
leave us be against change in this 
instance. 

Everyone is familiar with the 
perfect technique with which the 
24-man choir uses to interpret the 
church music traditionally featured 
at the beginning of their perform- 
ances. It is still there, it is still 
perfect singing, where extremely 
delicate nuances gradually develop 
through crescendo Into a mighty 
wave of notes overwhelming the 
audience. 

But "something new's been add- 
ed". Sympathetic four-foot-tcn 
Serje .laroff himself Is outdone as 
a semi-comedian by the hilarious 
giant who steals the show when 
the Cossacks render their comic 
songs and their drinking songs. If 
we were to gauge the musical merit 
of Individual selections on the pro- 
gramme by applause, these light 
sonks were better than the part 
of it which consisted of the usual 
Cossack selection of church music. 
But, using the Intensity of applause 
as a barometer again, we should 
say that the dancers were the most 
popular. How they can sit on air 
and dance at the same time is be- 
yond us, how they can look as 
though they were deriving great 
enjoyment out of doing It is in- 
conceivable. V?e are still trying to 
decided whether their outstanding 
quality was their grace or the con- 
tagious boisterousncss with which 
they criss-crossed the stage by 
leaps and bounds with such agility 
that we strongly suspect the two 
dancers of having plastic limbs. 

For our part we are still hum- 
ming the haunting tunes which 
they executed with such a delicat- 
ely balanced alternation of re- 
straint and força: we are still try> 
ing hard to register every fast 
move of the colorful dancers gayly 
gamboling about in our memory; 
and we arc still laughing at the 
comic songs. The Intensity of ap- 
plause definitely should not be 
used as a gauge for evaluating the 
individual parts of the programme 
— it is thoroughly enjoyable from 
the very sober beginning to the 
very boisterous end. encores lnclud 
ed. 

And we would like to express 
the hope that the two remaining 
events in the series sponsored by 
the Société Classique and the Arts 
and Science Undergraduate Society 
are as enjoyable as the superb per- 
formance of the Cossacks of the 
Don. 



Time and Tide 



A middle aged lady in the street 
car the other day put her finger 
on a rare, but valid objection to 
modern writing. Patting a well 
known magazine with disapproval 
which yet had a shade of tolerance 
In It, she said. "This modern writ- 
ing! It leaves everything to your 
imagination:" 

She had been reading a story 
about two young lovers who were 
parting. The writer had not slat- 
ed whether they were married or 
single, rich or poor, or preferred 
coffee or tea; he had. in fact, ig- 
nored all the background material 
in favor of "the problem," which 
was concerned with the fact that 
the girl in love wos losing her 
sense of Identity. There arc com- 
pensations for the bare statement 
of the problem, but the lady in the 
streetcar felt that mere statement 
was "a patch out the whole piece," 
and in any case, she was familiar 
with the problem, which she 
thought as old as the hills. 

Te detail and background that 
would have interested her, were 
left to the imagination, so that the 
reader had to do some creative 
work on his own. 

She wanted to know what kind 
of people were involved, and she 
wanted the author to demonstrate 
some Ingenuity in describing them, 
making them real, and in rescuing 
them from their apparent impos- 
sible deadlock. That Is, she wanted 
the problem evaluated, not staled. 
However, because moral and social 
values have disintegrated, evalua- 
tion within a frame of reference 
becomes increasingly rare, and 
modern writers arc often content 
merely with a statement of the 
problem.

Ski Excursion — 
Stowe, Vermont 

For all you McGill skiers who 
have been awaiting the chance to 
go to Vermont skiing for the week- 
end, here is your chance. 

There is going to be n special 
ski trip to Stowe. Vermont, via 
Walerbury on Friday and Satur- 
day. Feb. 27, 28. A C.N.R. train will 
leave Central Station Thursday, 
Feb. 26, at 8.40 p.m. and it arrives 
at Montpellier at 11.59 p.m. (mid- 
night). This train does not slop 
at Waterbury, which is before 
Montpclier, and which Is the point 
nearest Stowe. The catch is that 
on this train you will have to spend 
the night In the station and return 
to Waterbury on the train leaving 
Montpclier at 6.25 Friday morn- 
ing, arriving at Waterbury at 7.08 
a.m. 

But a much better and easier way 
to get to Stowe is to lake the 
C.N.R. train at Central Station on 
Friday, Feb. 27 at 9.20 a.m. and you 
will arrive at Waterbury at 12.40 
p.m. (around noon). From Water- 
bury a bus takes you to Stowe, the 
ski site. * 
For'returning to Montreal, you 
can take a bus from Stowe to the 
C.N.R. station at Waterbury, leave 
Waterbury at 6.13 p.m. Sunday and 
arrive at C.N.R. Montreal Central 
Station at 9.30 p.m. that night.
